The government’s action has caused a 
profound sensation, not only in “Madrid, 
but throughout the provinces. 

Even the ministerial newspaper, The 
Liberal, sides with the majority of the 
press in censuring vigorously a measure 
which it says is calculated to increase the 
national anxiety, because most people sur- 
mise that the relations between Spain and 
the United States have got into a very 
critical stage indeed when a liberal cabinet 
decides to be more rigorous with the press 
than was Canovas, and worse than the 


reactionary cabinets of 1884 and 1885. 


WASHINGTON WELL DEFENDED. 


Approaches to the National Capital Are 
Now Well Protected. 

-New York, March 21.—The preparations 
for the defense of the city national capital 
have been practically completed, so far as 
its approach by water is concerned. 

The battery at Sheridan's Point, on the 
Potomac just above Mount Vernon, is now 
completely manned and will prove a pow- 
erful auxiliary to the main battery at Fort 
Washington. on the opposite shore of the 
river, near this city. A garrison was estab.

There was a tremendous round of ap- 
rlause when Mr. Cousins concluded his 
beautiful tribute. 

Mr. Bailey esked what the sea pay of 
the highest officer of the unfortunate ves- 
sel was. 

“Captain Sigsbee’s pay is about $4,500,” 
answered Mr. Poutelle. 

“Then, under the proposed amendment 
he would receive that amount no matter 
“vhat losses he had sustained?” 

Sigsbee Wants Nothing. 

Mr. Boutelle said he did not imagine that 
Captain Sigsbee or any otber of the gallant 
officers of the Maine would dream of being 
reimbursed beyond the actual amount of 
the losses they sustained. 

Mr. Boutelle and Mr. Cannon had a 
rather spirited exchange of personalities. 
The former criticized the latter’s attitude 
toward the bill dhd the latter said he was 
responsible to his constituents and the gen- 
eral public sentiment of the country, not to 
the gentleman from Maine, for his position. 


“The gentleman does not live on God's 
footstool,’’ said he, ‘‘who possesses the 
ability to merit the appropriation ‘of the 
gentleman from Maine.’ (Laughter.) 


Cannon Advocates Amendment. 

Proceeding, Mr. Cannon again advocated 
his amendment, pointing out that the av- 
erage value of the regular equipment of a 
ship’s crew was $66, yet in almost every 
instance the members of the crews of the 
ships which went down at Samoa obtained 
practically a year’s sea pay. As a practical 
legislator, he thought his amendment was 
wise and should be adopted. 

Mr. Bailey said at first he had been dis- 
posed to favor the Cannon amendment. He 
heard something of the scandal in connec- 
tion with the Samoan act and did not de- 
sire a repetition of that disgraceful epi- 
sode. Under closer examination he thought 
the provision in the bill-preferable. He had

Consider It an Act of War. 


“E would consider ‘x blowing up of the 
ship an act of.war, and declare war at 
once.”’ 

“Do you think the administration would 


consent to submit either the general Cu- 


ban dispute or a question of indemnity for 
the destruction of the Maine to arbitra- 
tion ?’’ 

“I do not see how it could,’”’ replied the 
senator. ‘I do not believe it would.” 


The senator says that the only solution 
of the trouble is such intervention, unless 
the people of the United States are willing 
to look and see the work of starvation, al- 
ready so far advanced, completed. 

The reconcentrados are absolutely with- 
out hope and if the death lists in any 
parts of the island are decreasing it {s 
only because the material for starvation to 
work upon is giving out. 

Must Be Fed by Charity. 

All that the | reconcentrados can now do, 
with their homes and implements destroy- 
ed by fire, their little farms devastated 
and growing in weeds, their stock driven 
off to furnish food for the Spanish sol- 
diers, and themselves emaciated and dis- 
eased, is to remain in their pens with a 
look of quiet despair and take the litile 
food that they can get, sent by the charity 
of the United States. 

It is perfectly true, says the senator, that 
the insurgents practically have the vole 
igland. All that the Spanish hold is Ha- 
vana and even while the congressional 
party was there there was fighting in the 
suburbs of that city. 

Senator Thurston was asked what effect 
intervention woud have in increasing the 
volume of the insurgent movement. He 
said that it would have some effect in that 
direction, for | then the Cubans generally 
would raige andi declare themselves.

defeat Captain Wylie for commissioner of 
public works.

Marcus Clark,. who was shot in a negro 
hovel night before last, is still alive; and 
the assissin is still-at large. Clark has 
never regained conscifusness. At one time 
he was partiaily aroused and when he sud- 
denly opened his eyes a friend asked him: 

“Marcus, who shot you?” 

This question was repeated three times, 
and Clark muttered: 

‘Trouble, trouble, trouble.”’ 

Then he fell back, and has not 
since. 

King Riggins, alias John Brown, the 
negro who is supposed to have done the 
shooting, has not been caught. He is the 
husband of Savannah Brown, or Riggins, 
in whose room Clark was shot. Savannah 
and her sister, Mollie, and Will Redding 
are held at the police barracks pending 
investigation by the officers. Lula 
Echols: has been liberated. Savannah and 
Mollie were in the room with Clark at No. 
42 Yonge street when the shooting occurred, 
and Redding and the Echols woman were 
in an adjoining room of the same building. 

As published in The Constitution yester- 
day morning, Savannah gave an account 
of the affair, stating that Clark called to 
collect money on a suit of furniture, and

' some one shot him through a window. 


Savannah said she was certain that her 
husband, from whom she was separated, 
had done the shooting, as he had sworn to 
kill Clark. King Riggins had just finished 
the 


He had been lurking around his wife's 
house several nights prior to tne shooting, 
and on the evening before Clark was shot 
he went to the police barracks and said he 
wanted to have a man arrested for visit- 
ing his wife. He was at that time advised 
to swear out a warrant. 

The man who did the shooting took very 
careful aim. The window sash was down 
and a thin curtain hung on the inside of 
the room. Through this curtain the form 
of a person could have been distinguished 
The 
assassin aimed through the curtain and 
the glass and sent his bullet straight to the 
mark, for it struck the victim in the temple 
and passed entirely through the brain. 

Savannah Brown was sitting on the bed. 
When she saw that Clark was hurt, she 
rolled him between the bed and the wall, 
and was in the act of hiding nim under a 
pile of blankets when Officer Stallings broke 
down the door and rushed in. 

Will Redding, the negro man under ar- 
test, has retained Attorneys W. W. Davies 
and Shepard Bryan, and they have secured 
a writ of habeas corpus for their client, to 
be heard before Judge Lumpkin Wednesday 
morning. _The writ is to be served on the

Held a Rally in a Military Hall Last 
Night. 


LEADERS WERE NOT PRESENT 


Many Republicans Spoke and Fired 
Hot Shot at the Leaders. 


MADE REFERENCE TO WIGHT CAUCUSES 


Glenn Announced His Candidacy and 
the Meeting Adopted a Set 
of Resolutions. 


HE republicans held a rally last 

| night at the hall of the colored mili- 

tary company, on Mitchell street, and 
passed resolutions opposing the civil ser- 
vice law as now administered in Georgia; 
favoring a meeting of the state central 
committee to take steps for the holding of 
a state convention; favoring party organi- 
zation and the reference of all party mat- 
ters to a state convention, and opposing the 
indorsement of the candidacy of a democrat 
as judge of the circuit court of appeals in 
Case congress authorizes another judge. 

The rally was not held at the courthouse 
as advertised, on account of the fact that 
the order granting the republicans permis- 
sion was not turned over to Custodian Cor- 
rigan and the night wetchman had no au- 
thority to open the building. 

The meeting helg in the small hal), which 
was packed to the doors, was called to or- 
der by Jackson McHenry, who stated that 
this is the year in which the republicans 
are going to have something to say in 
Georgia, He criticised white primaries and 
said that not even the negro democrats 
were allowed to vote with their party. He 
said the negro was used as a tool] and con- 
cludeg by upbraiding the democratic party 
severely, 

None of the party leaders were present 
at the meeting. 

McHenry was followed by a number of 
w@ll known republicans, all of whom roast- 
ea the democratic party, jumped on the 
leaders of the republican party and ex- 
pressed great dissatisfaction at the mar- 
ner in which the spollS have been distrib- 
uted, 

Jesse Glenn, of Dalton, made the first 
speech and in it he favored thorough par- 
ty organization, calling attention to the 
southern states in which republican tick- 
ets are elected and accounting’ for it by 
party organization. He said the reason 
the republican party did not have candi- 
dates and had no strength in Georgia 
Was because of the mismanagement by the 
60-called party legders, He-said the coun- 
try is now experiencing the grandest era 
of prosperity in its history and attributed 
it to the republican administration. He 
attributed the lack of prosperity in the 
southern states to the lack of proper con- 
trol by those in power. He spoke of the 
democratic candidates for governor and 
had no praise for any of them. He disap- 
provea of fusion with the populists. 

H. L. Johnson, g colored lawyer of At- 
lanta, then spoke. He said he had no word 
of blame for the rank ang file of the re- 
publican party in Georgia, but he opened 
fire on the leaders who, he said, had not 
done what they sould. He referred to 
midnight caucuses, . 

S. A. Darnell made a speech in which he 
said the voters had been absolutely ignored 
hv state administration as if they 
were in the middle of Asia.
